We mail acknowledgements of orders on 
receipt of same. If you don’t receive yours, write us. Shipping season from 
March 20 to May 15. All cane plants should be shipped on or before May 1, 
especially raspberries

DUNLAP (Per.) Early. Large red berries with excellent flavor. Consid- 
ered the best variety for shipping and canning. 

PREMIER (Per.) Early. Large, red fancy fruit which commands high 
prices. Good shipper and seller. 

DR. BURRILL (Per.) Early. Large red cone shaped berries, well flavor- 
ed, Good canner and shipper. 

GIBSON (Per.) Midseason. One of the best commercial berry of today 
that bears very heavy. Large red berries with a good flavor.
